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Prohibition Commissioner Has 
Earned the Support of Industry 

The comparatively new office of Commis- 
sioner of Prohibition has finally been filled. 
The latest and most elaborate test of the 
law which has proved, at least, something 
ofa stumbling block for administrators may 
now proceed. 

In selecting as the Commissioner of Pro- 
hibition a man whose qualifications are 
those of career rather than of politics, the 
Secretary of the Treasury has done much 
to assure that the test of the prohibition law 
will be thorough and fair. James M. Doran, 
the new commissioner, is an official who 
tries rather than talks. He has made good 
in his position as head of the technical di- 
vision “in the administration of the indus- 
trial alcohol and prohibition laws. The new 
arrangements provide that he will not be 
hampered in his larger work. 

The appointment of Mr. Doran as chief 
administrator of the prohibition law will 
have the approval of the many industries 
which use alcohol legitimately. He has al- 
ways shown notable ability to get the point 
of view of industry, and he has been open- 
minded and reasonable to a degree that has 
earned for him appreciation on all sides. 

Mr. Doran is in sympathy with the pur- 
poses of the prohibition law. His sympathy 
is backed with understanding that the pur- 
pose of the law is not to prevent the use of 
alcohol in any manner whatsoever, but 
comprises the intent of Congress to promote 
the industrial use of this widely necessary 
material. Therefore, he brings to the office 
ol commissioner a mind that is not likely 
easily to be swayed by the rantings of fa- 
natics or by the sophistry of those who 
would pervert the permissive provisions of 
the law to illegal practices. 
rhat L. C. Andrews, who as Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury has had direct 
control of the prohibition administration, 
has resigned, may be significant in the light 
ol the decision to give the Commissioner of 
Prohibition greater power. But, Mr. An- 
drews has often expressed a desire to retire 
'rom the government service when he had 
hnished his job. It is likely, then, that he 
believes that his work is done. He says 
that he knows that it has been left for fur- 
ther development in good hands. In this 
belief, many in the fields of scientific and 
applied chemistry will heartily join. 

he new Commissioner of Prohibition has 
een tried in the application of the law to 
the industrial purposes for which it was de- 
signed.

National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association Offers Real Value 


In its campaign to enroll new members 
in the organization, the membership com- 
mittee of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association is able to offer and does 
offer tangible evidence of the value of mem- 
bership in this widely representative and 
variously active association. To those who 
are members, this evidence is so clear, be- 
cause they have known the benefits with 
which it has to do, that they are at a loss 
to understand why it appears to lack con- 
viction for those who are still without the 
ranks. 

The fact of the matter is that the non- 
members probably have not listened to the 
evidence. In some instances, they may have 
an erroneous idea of the purpose of the 
organization. Such ideas do persist in spite 
of the weight of evidence to show that the 
trade association is beneficial to industry. 
The work now being done by the N. P. O 
& V. A. committee is of such a character as 
should convince even the greatest doubter. 
The evidence which the committee has in 
plenty is being presented in a manner which 
should get for it a hearing from those whose 
failure heretofore to become enrolled has 
been due to laek of interest. 

Every one of the seventeen committees, 
by which the work of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association is carried on, 
accomplishes enough in any one year to re- 
pay the cost of membership. These com- 
mittees work to promote the business of the 
paint industry. They have no purpose de- 
voted solely to advancing the interests of 
the organization. It is true that those who 
do not contribute, as members of the asso- 
ciation, to the support of the work share to 
an extent in its benefits. But, the day of 
such selfish attitude in business has passed. 
And the benefits which now accrue would 
be increased manyfold, if the workers were 
given all the support which their purposes 
deserve. 

Some of the work done by committees of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
benefits only those who are members. This 
adds a selfish appeal to the solicitation for new 
members. There is the work of the traffic 
commitiee, for example. ‘This work brings 
direct returns in dollars and cents, appreciable 
in the daily operations of any business. Traffic 
problems are met every day. They require 
particular qualifications for their solution. 
And they take time. The traffic committee

ciation has made an excellent record of achieve- 
ment. To be able to share in its benefits is 
alone a sufficient reason for belonging to the 
organization. 

The work of the traffic committee is but 
typical of the association’s activities. The 
benefits of this work are multiplied by the 
number of committees. The total is of unques- 
tionable value. 

Results so far achieved by the N. P.O. & V. 
A. membership committee for the current year 
have been gratifying. They should be more 
so, for there is not one business house in the 
many divisions of industry participating in, or 
contributing to, the manufacture of paints and 
varnishes that would not be benefited by hav- 
ing membership in the association. One-hun- 
dred-percent enrollment is not a utopian goal. 





British Imports Must Be 
Marked to Indicate Origin 

Some new provisions will become effec- 
tive in the British merchandise marks act 
June 15. Manufacturers in the United States 
would do well to acquaint themselves with 
these requirements. 

One of the new provisions is that im- 
ported goods, sold, exposed for sale, er ad- 
vertised, when designated by the name or 
mark of a manufacturer, dealer or trader, or 
by the name of any place in the United 
Kingdom, must be marked to show the ac- 
tual place of origin. This applies to. all 
sales, at wholesale or at retail, but does not 
apply to exposure for sale at wholesale by 
an actual wholesale dealer. This permits 
wholesalers to display samples which are 
not marked to indicate the place of origin. 

Foreign goods may be designated by the 
word, “Foreign,” or by a definite indication 
of the country in which they were manu- 
factured. British goods or goods manufac- 
tured in any part of the empire, when sent 
out of the empire for finishing or other fur- 
ther treatment, will be required to indicate 
the treatment which they have undergone. 

Trade marks and names of all kinds will 
be held to apply whether attached to the 
goods or appearing on.a wrapper. This will 
permit a dealer to mark a case or similar 
package with the definite name of the 
article and his own name. But, he may not 
legally omit the indication of the origin of 
the article on the unit package. In brief, 
neither the imported goods nor the packing 
in which they are sold must be marked with 
the name or trade mark of a United King- 
dom firm, unless they also bear an indica- 
tion of origin. 

The provisions in the matter of “blends and 
mixtures” are rather vague. Apparently 
simple mixing of two imported chemicals 
exempts the mixture from the requirement 
of labeling to indicate origin. But, chemical 
mixtures, produced as such, must be marked 
in accordance with the act 
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Operation of several provisions of the act 
will be held up until arrangements have been 
made for the functioning of the necessary 
committees. This does not apply to the funda- 
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mental requirement as to labeling.

Upheld by Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, May 16. 1927 
Validity of the Harrison narcotic act 
was upheld by the Supreme Court of the 
United States today in affirming the find- 





ings of the Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Eighth Circuit in the case of Harry 
R. Alston. The defendant in the case 
was convicted in the federal court of the 
southern district of Iowa for purchasing 
morphine and cocaine from unstamped 


packages.

permit physicians to prescribe whatever 
amount of alcohol might be needed for 
their respective patients, subject to such 
reasonable restrictions as might be 
thought wise after conference with the 
head of the prohibition bureau. — 

In connection with the cosmetics ques- 
tion it was asserted that when the Food 
and Drugs act was passed the cosmetic 
industry was in its infant stage and the 
authors of the legislation did not foresee 
what is called the wide use of poison as 
beautifiers. Because of this loophole, 
manufacturers of cosmetics are not only 
free to use dangerous drugs, it was as- 
serted, but are not forbidden to make mis- 
representations, as are manufacturers ot 
patent medicines.

Conference of Advertising and 
Sales Managers Had 
Wide Scope — 


One of the liveliest of the many dis- 
cussions at the conferencés of advertising 
and sales managers in the paint and var- 
nish industry at Chicago, May 12 and 13, 
was that on the question, “Is Hand-to- 
Mouth Buving Sound Mere handising?”’ 
This question was considered first in a 
scheduled debate between R. W. Lindsay, 
sales manager for Pratt & Lambert, 
Inc.. and Granville M. Breinig, of 
greinig Brothers. A general discussion 
followed, which led to the adoption of 


the following resolution of qualified 
disapproval :— 


We disapprove of ‘“‘thand-to-mouth’’ buying as 
now generally understood and practiced 





We disapprove of overstocking the merchant. 

We strongly approve of intelligent buying, 
such és will enable the dealer to have sufficient 
stocks of wanted goods at all times in order 
to eliminate the possibility of missing sales.

Value of Educational Bureau 


In an address on “The 
3ureau of the American 
nish Manufacturers’ 
What It Is Doing for:’the Industry.” 
Norris B. Gregg, of the National Lead 
Company, this city, and chairman of the 
bureau, said in part :—

A number of years ago this was not 
the case to the extent to which it is today, and 
it would seem to me that more attention should 
be paid by paint makers to advertising and 
pushing the sale of good barn and other paint. 
I may be wrong ir this observation, but I do 
not think I am. 

The scientific section work of Harry Gardner 
and his bulletins and reports are all familiar 
to you; while many of them are quite tech- 
nical and of more value to your production 
men, some of them are also worth the study of 
your sales and advertising departments. In 
some respects the work of our scientific sec- 
tion and Mr, Gardner is the backbone of the 
educational bureau.

It has been 
most useful in bringing to the attention of 
property owners the necessity of cleaning up 
and painting up. Its activities are domiciled 
in another building and Granville M. Breinig 
has kindly consented to be chairman of that 
committee for another year und is giving his 
affairs most careful attention. 

One of yesterday's speakers stated that vou 
take out of anything that which you put into 
it, and I think this could be true of nothing 
more than the use you make of the educa- 
tional matter coming from the educational bu- 
reau, the ‘‘Save-the-Surface’’ and the ‘‘Clean- 
Up and Paint-Up"’ campaigns. 


Standardizing Quality 


Speaking on the question, “Can We 
Standard'ze the Quality of Paint and 
Varnish Products?” H. S. Bickford, sales 
manager for the Standard Varnish Works, 
Chicago, said :-— 














The outlets for our products are many, some 
manufacturers selling largely to jobbers, oth 
direct to dealers, and sti!] others feature the 
sales (direct to master painters and consumers 
In between these various outlets we find deal- 
ers and jobbers desiring to buy products that 
they again can offer for resale to painters and 
consumers the same price as quoted by 
manuf: cture who choose to sell direct to the 
said painters and consumers. This strenuous 
competition is forcing the standards of quality 
in many territories down to a point where I 
fear that, unless corrected, the public and the 
users of our products may lose confidence, 
which, to my mind, would he serious. Should 
we not, therefore, discourage the sale of any 
peints and varnishes at prices which are so low 
as to prohibit our introducing real quality into 
the product, whether the said product is to 
earry the manufacturer's name, or some private 
brand, as we must know that ultimately the 


industry in general is responsible? 























I have observed in extensive traveling thet 
prices quoted on some varnishes in one-gallon 
cans are so low that all of us would know, 
without figuring, that the actual merchandise 
could not be worthy of bearing the name of any 
member of th's associction. This is also true 
of paints, I having before me a letter sent out 
broidcast to the trade offering a mixed paint 
with a three-year guarantee at $1.10 per gal- 
lon! Most of you, no doubt, have deta of a 
sim:lar nature in your files, and the object of 
my remarks is to bring this matter before you 
fer discussion, believing that the thoughts of 
many minds are far better than the observa- 
tions of the individual 

We are memoers of a great industry, one 
thet has been growing, and notwi inding 
the fact that competition is keen, I offer for 
your cons‘deration the suggestion, or rather ask 
the question, would the industry not be bene- 
fited if we could by co-operation offer for sale 
only products trat we know, through the report 
of our laboratories and practical testing depart- 
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ments, are entirely fit and of such quality that 
the painter and consumer cou.d only secure re- 
sults that would be entirely satisfactory and a 
credit to our entire organization? 

It appears to me that the sales department 
becked by the advertising department are the 
two branches of the industry that can bring 


about the improvement so much desired 


Advertising Agency Service 


Herman Groth, of the Wm. H. Raakin 
Company, Chicago, speaking on “What 





Can an Advertising Agency Do Lor a 
Client?” stated the following = vconeu- 
sions :— 

Now as to you who have advertising 


agencies What can your agency do for you”? 

Why have me try to answer when you have 
the answer? I take it that you would not 
have placed this subject on your program It 
you did no Want every member of your 
conference to benefit just as you are already 
enjoy the benefits of agency service. — If 
,ou want to improve this service even fur- 
ther. then just check up on some of the 
following points 

Is your arrangement with them on an eco- 
nomic basis so that they can afford to give 
you all the service you need? 
“Are you co-operating with them by _ keep- 
ing before them a clear picture of the un- 
satisfactory results in your oWn organization 

Are you giving them an _ opportunity to 
meet with jour production and sales de- 
partment? : 

Do you give their ideas a fair chance? 

Have you ever really tried out a plan just 
as they have suggested it after thorough 
study? 

Do you live up to the sales, advertising and 
production explain them to 
your agency? 

Is every man in your advertising agency a 
producer of agency service, or are you paying 
for unnecessary overhead on your account? 

Do you use your agency only on jour na- 
tional space advertising, or are you getting 
the benefit of their suggestions on how to 
dress, name and display the product, on dealer 
advertising, and all the factors that lead to 
increased sales? 

If you are doing all these things, then I 
predict you are getting better advertising than 
you could produce alone—you are getting it at 
lower cost than you could produce it in any 
other way—and that is what an advertising 
agency ean do for a client. .

Appeals to Women 


A paper on “Through What Appeal 
Should Paint and Varnish Manufacturers 
Advertise to Women" was read by Mrs. 
Hazel Adler, of the Taylor System of 
Color Harmony and editor of the Needle- 
craft Magazine. Mrs. Adler said in 
part :— 

After all isn’t it the job of the manufac- 
turer to first crystallize the desires of the 
consumer and then give her the necessary 
information to carry them out. 

Confidence only comes with knowledge and 
if the consumer does not know that yellow and 
blue make green or that stippling requires 
an extra coat of paint, or that the exposure 
and natural light of a room changes the 
effect of a wall color, she cannot talk the 
painter language and consequently cannot tell 
them what she wants. 

Women want to know everything there is to 
know about the decorative and technical use 
of paints and varnishes because it is only b 
knowing the uses themselves that they can 
direct others in their use. 

A lot of good paper is wasted in telling a 
person about the superiority of a product when 
no basis is supplied for judging superiority 

The proper type of paint advertising litera- 
ture will educate the dealer and painter 
through the consumer. The job ahead of you 
is to take the consumer into your confidence 
and tell her what it has cost you years of 
experience and many thousands of dollars to 
learn. But you must tell her in her own 
language, and in a way that will stimulate 
her own artistic expression—and remember, it 
is fatal to fall below the artistic level of 
taste formed by her favorite magazine. 


Helping the Dealer 


It is wise for the manufacturer, in 
promoting the distribution of his product.

Gealer, said Carl V. Haecker, of the

The success of a manufacturer's busi- 
ness, he said. denends on his product 
being placed in the hands of the con- 


sumer. This can best be accomplished. 
in Mr. Maecker’s opinion, by co-operating 
with the dealer and not by trying to 
compel him to handle a given line. 
Satisfactory relations with the retailer, 
Mr. Haecker said. depend on: (1) 
Quality merchandise, (2) aggressive. hon- 
est merchandising methods, (3) co-opera- 
tion from every angle. The dealer should 
be carefully selected Confidence and 


goad-wi!l should be cultivated on both 
s des. The manufacturer should make 
his contact with the retailer and his em- 
ployees through a_ representative who 
knows his line and can impart knowl- 
edge of its selling points. 

Local advertising is a necessary sup- 


plement of a national campaign. the 
speaker declared, because the goods must 
be tied up with a store that the con- 
sumer knows. Advertisng matter for 
the use of the dealer should fit the local- 
ity and should tell a story that fits that 
product into the consumer's needs 

Mr. Haecker considered window dis- 
plays a valuable means of advertising the 
retail distribution of a product But, the 
displays, he pointed out, must be flexible 
SO as to fit into the facilities the dealer 
has for us ng them and not overtax the 
ability of the window-man in a typical 
store. He advised that full directions 
for setting up displays be furnished, and 
photographs showing the appearance of 
the erected trim. He urged particularly 
that window material and other tie-ups 
be got to the dealer in time to be used 
Ss multaneously with nationa! advertisine 
campaigns Failure in this regard is all 
too frequent, he said. 

Summing up. Mr. Haecker said that 
the successful advertising manager keeps 
the retailer, as well as the consumer. 
always in mind, helps the dealer analvze 
his market. and co-operates with him 
in reaching its needs. The sales man- 
ager, he said, must train his salesmen 
so that they can instruct dealers, visualize 
possibilities, and be at least as efficient 
in moving goods off the dealer’s shelves 
as they are in getting them a _ place 
thereon.

New York Paint Club 


Reports on Conditions 


At the meeting of the Paint, O.1 and 
Varnish Club of New York, May 12, the 
committees which look after the various 


divisions of the trade reported as 
follows :— 
Shellac 
H. S. Chatfield, of the allied trades 


committee, reported that the general trend 
of business in the shellac market is very 
eatisfactory. After reviewing the rather 
violent fluctuations of the ‘market during 
the past year, the report declared that 
the indications for general business in 
the larger consuming lines of shellac are 
good, although business has let down 
somewhat recently owing to strikes in 
building trades in certain sections. 


Containers 

The use of double friction top cans is 
increasing tremendously, according to the 
report on containers, prepared by D. H. 
Litter. The steel container, especially 
the 5-gallon size, has increased in use by 
leaps and bounuds and is now definitely 
a regular type of container, being greatly 
preferred to the tin cans boxed formerly 
used. The report also noted a tendency 
toward smaller sizes, even as low as 
gallons in size. in steel containers. Var- 
nish and lacquer trades are leaning to- 
ward the use of the 5-gallon steel drum 
with the nozzle opening, the report dis- 


closed. 
Carbon Black 


R. H. De Greef, reporting on the carbon 
black situation, declared that prices are 
likely to continue at present levels well 
into 927, with a probable tendency to 
become gradually firmer. 


Machinery 

The past year was a good one for the 
manufacturers of machinery used by the 
paint, oil and varnish trade, according 
to James W. Kent, who pointed out that 
the development of the lacquer industry 
has called for considerable quantities of 
new equipment. The past year was the 
best experienced by the machinery branch 
of the trade since 1920, he declared. 


Varnish Gums 


O. G. Innes, reporting on the varnish 
gums market, noted an active market for 
dammar during the past year, with con- 
etant demand for Manilas, Congos and 
East Indian gums. Pontianaks fell off 
on account of lack of demand for bold 


grades, although nubs and chips, which 
are used more by cold cutters, have re- 
mained steady. The business in kauri 





gum last year, he declared, was less than 
heretofore, both in volume and in dollars 
and cents. Toward the end of the year. 
however, there was more kauri used in 
lacquer, and it would not be surprising to 
find this followed up with more demand 
during 1927, he concluded, predicting a 
fair demand for kaur's this year, with 
small fluctuations in prices. 


Simplification 

Progress toward simplification of sizes 
and grades of paint brushes was re- 
ported by Ernest B. Wright. Manufac- 
turers did not fare well last year, how- 
ever, due to the declining bristle market 
and flooding of the market with inferior 
and adulterated brushes. Price, not qual- 
ity, determines the placing of many 
orders, the report said. 


Coaltar Solvents 


F. M. Fargo, chairman of the allied 
trades committee, reporting the market 
for benzol and kindred by-products, out- 
lined the trend for the past year, point- 
ing out that al] of these products have 
been in unusually good demand, with 
prices firm and subject to only minor 
variations. <A sharp increase in the use 
of toluol in lacquer was reported. Al- 
though creosote oils have been consis- 
tently high in price and no reduction from 
present price levels is at all likely dur- 
ing the present year, an easing tendency 
for the long pull would seem likely, the 
report concluded 


Soluble Colors 

Mr. Fargo also prepared the report on 
soluble colors, which noted a mild down- 
ward tendency during the past year, due 
probably to steadily increasing efficiencies 
in the dyestuff manufacturing industry. 
It is probably true that some of the 
prices on solubles have reached bottom. 
and a few have even gone too far so 
that some readjustments will be neces- 
sary, he declared, although taken as a 
whole it is probably safe to say that 
coal tar dyestuffs and intermediates will 
continue to show slightly lower average

Dry Colors 


Joseph J. Mangin, chairman, reported 
for the dry colors committee, noting an 
improvement in the volume experienced 
during 1926. Selling prices, from the 
viewpoint of the manufacturer, have been 
anything but satisfactory, the report con- 
tinued, and have been the cause of con- 
siderable anxiety on his part, due to the 
fact that the market on raw materials in 
many cases was advanced, while he was 
not able to receive a corresponding in- 
crease in returns on his finished product. 
From a general standpoint, however, Mr. 
Mangin reported that much has been 
accomplished in the way,of improved pro- 
duction methods, service, and new de- 
velopments to meet the varying require- 
ments of the consuming trade. He pre- 
dicted a brisk business for the second 
quarter of the current year.

Arkansas Tax Upheld 


WASHINGTON, May 17, 1927. 

Constitutionality of a franchise tax of 
the State of Arkansas has been affirmed 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in a case involving the Gilli- 
land Oi| Company, a Delaware corpora- 
tion. The court did not hand down a 
written opinion, merely stating that it 
affirmed a _ decision of the Arkansas 
courts on the authority of its ruling in 
the case of Roberts & Schaefer Com- 
pany vs. Emmerson. 

The Gilliland Oil Company was sued 
by the taxing authorities of Arkansas in 


October. 1925, for franchise taxes al- 
leged to be due the State in the sum of 
$4.424.20, together with a 25 percent 
penalty, making a_ total of $5,530.20. 


Counsel for the Gilliland Oil Company in 
the trial and appellate courts of Arkan- 
sas assailed the franchise tax as viola- 
tive of the due process and equal pro- 
tection clauses of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the United States Constitution 
and also of the commerce clause. The 
validity of the tax was upheld at each 
stage of the proceedings. 





French Petroleum Monopoly 
Now Set for Jan. 1, 1928 


The date for the establishment of the 
contemplated French petroleum monopoly 
has been fixed as January 1, 1928, by 
the Chamber Finance Committee in 
agreement with the minister of com- 
merce, according to the United States 
Department of Commerce In announc- 
ing the date, however, the minister 
stated that it did not have an impera- 
tive character and that the final de- 
cision would depend upon the results of 
investigations which would be conducted 
among the French importers. 

The French National Office 
Fuels recently expressed the 
opinion concerning the establishment 
the proposed petroleum monopoly :— 

In the present state of the questions, 
financial effort which would be required for 
the institution of an import monopoly for 
crude petroleum, its derivatives and residues 
would exceed one billion francs. It is impos- 
sible at present, moreover. to determine the 
extent to which this financial effort must be 
made through credit and by what credit means.

Chicago Petroleum Market 


CHICAGO, May 19, 1927. 


Marketers, refiners and buyers here, in com- 
mon with other sections of the country, are 
concentrating their attention upon the outcome 
of efforts to curtail crude production to such 
an extent that the spot market for the prin- 
cipal refinery products is little changed. Dee= 
spite a fair station business, buying activity 
and inquiries are at a minimum. Motor grade 
continues to rule at about 6% cents a gallon, 
in tank cars, and the other grades are little 
changed. The fact that tank wagon gasoline 
prices throughout the Standard of Indiana ter- 
ritory are the lowest they have been in sev- 
eral years is another factor of influence In 
the spot tank car market. The hope that 
tank wagon prices would hold and so help to 
pull up the refinery market was another prop 
which has now been removed. Demand for 
kerosene has improved slightly, but not suf- 
ficiently to bring about more than minor price 
changes The movement of this material to 
agricultural distribution centers still is sub- 
stantially below normal for the season.

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Supreme Court Remands 


Oil Income Tax Suit 


WASHINGTON, May 7, 1927. 

Questions relative to determination of 
oil depletion for purposes of taxation 
were passed upon by the Supreme Court 
of the United States this week in the 
case of Charles A. Ludey, who brought 
suit in the Court of Claims to recover 
taxes held to be improperly collected on 
income for 1917. The Court of Claims 
ruled in favor of Ludey. This decision 
is reversed by the Supreme Court but the 
ruling was not completely a victory for 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
The case was remanded for further pro- 
ceedings in accordance with the opinion. 

The tax in controversy was assessed 
on an alleged gain from the sale in 1917 
of oil mining properties which had been 
owned and operated by Ludey for several 


years. The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue determined the gain from the 
sale to be $26,904.15. Ludey insisted 


that there was a loss of $14,777.33. He 
sued to recover the tax on the differences. 

Whether there was a gain or loss de- 
pended upon whether deductions for de- 
pletion and depreciation were to be made 
from the original cost in determining 


gain or loss on the sale of the properties. 


Julian Petroleum Corp. 


Probed by Grand Jury 


The California Eastern Oil Company, 
which took over the properties of the 
Jwian Petroleum Corporation on an ex- 
change of stock basis just before trading 
in Julian stock was suspended on its own 
petition in Federal District Court, was 
placed in the hands of receivers at Los 
Angeles, May 19. 





Judge McCormick cancelled the previ- 
ous receivership over Julian Petroleum 
and then placed H. L. Carnahan and 
Joseph Scott, the Julian receivers, in 
charge of both companies under a new 
joint: receivership.

Oil Depletion Allowance 
Is Ruled On by Treasury 


WASHINGTON, May 16, 1927. 

A ruling by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue holds that an allowance for de- 
pletion of oil and gas wells is provided 
by section 204 (c) 2, of the 1926 revenue 
act, regardless of whether there is a 
depletable capital sum based upon cost of 
March 1, 1913. 

It was held that an allowance for de- 
pletion based upon the income from the 
property during the taxable year under 
the section, constitutes a proper deduc- 
tion, even though no entry thereof is 
made and no amount is charged off on 
the taxpayer's books.

Competition among local deal- 
ers and producers gave way to a 
stronger view of the market and prices 
were no longer subject to the effect 
of easy undertones. 

Cables from the foreign markets re- 
yorted lower quotation for Siberian 
jine needle oil and the movement fa- 
yorable to importers was almost as 
promptly reflected in spot quotations 
as it was in those named for later ar- 
rivals. Wormseed oil had been very 
weak for some weeks past owing to 
the failure of important demand at a 
time when stocks were ample and sell- 
ers willing to make prices attractive 
in exchange for firm orders. Prices 
were again lowered under competition 
last week and were easy at the end of 
the period. 

Cedarleaf was subject to shading in 
the spot market, but the replacement 
narket was not disposed to accept or- 
ders for less than the rates recently 
reported. Demand here was light 
enough to encourage competition. 

Messina oils were somewhat dull as 
to demand from consumers and not 
very active as to changes in the cost 
for replacements. However, economic 
onditions in Italy were in a state of 
flux that allowed room for much to 
happen regarding replacement prices 
in the not far distant future.

Broadens—Imported Glauber’s Salt Plentiful and 
Lower—Manufacturers Advance Citric Acid

Aside from a number of staples and 
few of the specialties, there was not 
activity in the market 
chemicals during the 
past week. Contract shipments in 
alkalies were in good volume, but 
manufacturers discerned a more hesi- 
tant attitude on the part of con- 
sumers. Curtailment of operations in 
some of the industries using soda ash 
and caustic had been made since the 
heginning of the month, and it was 
felt that these reductions in opera- 
tions would affect the volume of ship- 
ments being made on contract. Some 
decrease in the volume of shipments 
of alkalies at this time might be ex- 
pected, as in other years there has in- 
variably been slackening up during the 
spring and summer months. Last 
year, an exceptional year, contract 
shipments in ash and caustic kept up 
during the spring and summer, and it 
is hoped this will be the case this year. 

Blue vitriol Was much firmer in tone 
and demand showed improvement. 
Large crystals were in extremely small 
supply again, although the small were 
hard to get. Manufacturers 
maintained prices at former levels, and 
in some instances sales of car lots 
were made at 5c. per 100 pounds more 
than had been quoted during the pre- 
vious week. Copper chloride was also 
in some demand, and prices were le. 
per pound more. 

Liberal stocks of imported glauber’s 
salt resulted in an easier tone, and re- 
ductions of about 5c. per 100 pounds 
were made on the price in bags. Trad- 
ing was fairly good, but showed some 
tendency to drag. Domestic was also 
easier in tone. The price was not 
changed, however. 

Soda silicofluoride was much firmer 
and prices were 4c. per pound higher. 
Trading was hardly up to expectations, 
but the situation abroad had elements 
of strength which had put up ship- 
ment prices that much. On the other 
hand failure of normal seasonal demand 
caused shading of the price of soda 
fuoride on occasion, and losses of 
about 4c. per pound by the end of the 
week. 

Domestic nitrite of soda had also 
strengthened greatly, so that a change 
inthe price would not come as a sur- 
prise to the trade. Trading was bet- 
ter than it had been. Imported did 
hot figure much, as import costs mae 
competition with domestic at current 
levels unprofitable.

Quotations were 5%4c. to 5%4c. per 
pound. Imported material was quoted 
at the same range and domestic fac- 
tors were meeting this competition 
strenuously when offered on desir- 
able business. The domestic gray was 
6.35¢e, to Te. per pound, and imported, 
6c. to 6%c. Lump was along quiet 
steady lines at unchanged levels of 
ll4ec. to 12c. in barrels. 

Antimony.—The metal was firmer 
and prices were advanced %c. during 
the week to 13c. to 13%4c. per pound. 
May shipments had practically all been 
received, and it is feared there will be 
delays in the June shipments. Stocks 
here were fairly good, but the market 
was gaining in strength and there was 
less of the selling pressure previously 


noted. Oxide was 15%c, to 17c. per 
pound, depending on kind and seller. 


Chinese was practically unobtainable. 
What was offered was European or do- 


mestic. The needle powdered was 
quoted at 12c. to 15c., according to 
seller. c 

Arsenic.—White powdered was not 
in excessive supply locally and sales 
were made at former levels of 3%c. to 
4c. per pound. Demand was fairly 
good, with insecticide manufacturers 
taking supplies. Quotations on red 
were 944c. to 9% ec, per pound. Trading 


in this grade was routine for the most 
part. 

Barium Chloride.—Imported mater- 
ial, while steadier than it had been, 
was still available in some volume 
and at low prices. Domestic makers 
were meeting this competition when 
it offered on desirable business, but 
openly quoted $60 to $62 per ton. The 
imported was quoted at $58 to $6. 

Bleaching Powder — Demand had 
been well maintained, but slight cur- 
tailment of operations in some con- 
suming industries made for a certain 
hesitancy on the part of the consumers, 
which indicated that seasonal decrease 
in shipments might follow shortly. The 
market was steady in tone and prices 
were unchanged at $2 to $2.40 per 100 
pounds in drums at the works. 

Blue Vitriol—The market was firmer 
in tone and prices on large crystals 
particularly were stoutly maintained. 
A much better demand developed dur- 
ing the week and producers received 
many new orders. Shipments were of 
large proportions and the easier po- 
sition of the previous week had been 
eliminated. Quotations were $4.90 to 
$5 per 100 pounds in car lots; and $5.10 
to $5.25 for smaller quantities. Large 
crystals in car lots sold at $4.95 late 
in the week in one instance at least, 
but factors did not advance the price. 
The receipt of orders from Eastern 
Canada, which district is usually sup- 
plied by the English producers, indi- 
cated a shortage abroad. Recent quo- 
tations on English material had been 
45c. higher than domestic. 

Calcium Chloride.— While contract 
shipments were large, the market did 
not display the activity that the 
manufacturers had _ expected. The 
backward spring season was held ac- 
countable for slowness of the market. 
With more favorable weather manu- 
facturers expected a sturdy movement. 
As it was considerable was being 
shipped. Prices were unchanged. The 
manufacturers quoted car lots at the 
works on contract at $21 per ton for 


solid and $26 for flake. The dealers 
quoted the following schedule for 
smaller quantities spot: — Solid, in 
drums (1 to 4 drums), $1.89 per 100 


pounds; 5 or more drums, $1.74. Flake, 
in drums (1 to 4 drums), $2.19, and in 
5 or more drums, $2.04. Flake, in 
bags (1 to 14 bags), $2.19, and in 15 
or more bags, $2.04. These prices cov- 


ered deliveries to consumers within 
usual trucking distances. Ex-ware- 


house prices were 10c. per 100 pounds 
below prices applying to 5 drums or 
15-bag lots. Imported did not figure to 
any extent in the market, as the im- 
port costs were high, and consuming 
interest had not developed sufficiently 
to make the risk worth while from the 
importers’ point of view. Quotations 
on fused for shipment here were $19 
per ton c.i.f.

Stocks of the dark 95 to 97 percent 
acid were much reduced and most 
sellers quoted that grade at the same 
prices as the pale 97 to 99 percent.
